Incredibly, the cash- 
strapped love rat has at least 
60 MORE explosive messages 
from Diana — trapped in a 
loveless marriage to Prince 
Charles — that threaten the 
very stability of the royal 
family, insiders reveal. 

While the items currently 
on the market are “innocent 
schoolgirl love notes,” a source 
insists the letters Hewitt held 
back “read like a bodice- 
ripping romance novel” and 
were sent to the red-haired 
British Army tank commander 
while he was serving in the 
Gulf War in 1991.

“She loved sex, but it was 
the intimacy Diana craved 
most,” says the source.

A S HE prepares for court 
battles — accused of 
drugging and raping 
dozens of women — 
outcast Bill Cosby has become 
a virtual recluse in his massive 
Massachusetts compound.

The shamed star has further 
isolated himself by buying 
up more land around his 
compound — where a sign 
on the gate warns: “If You 
Are Not Invited Do Not Pass 
Through These Gates.” 

The 78-year-old comic was 



hailed as “America’s dad” and 
a role model for black youth 
after playing the perfect 
father on his hit sitcom from 
1984 to 1992. 

But dozens of women have 
come forward saying he 
spiked their drinks — then 
raped them. 

In most cases, the statute 
of limitations prevents 
Cosby from being prosecuted 
for a crime.

Former supermodel 
Janice Dickinson hit him with 
a similar suit in California.

His 
shows have been yanked off 
the air, and colleges have 
revoked the honorary degrees 
they once awarded him.

Navin raged at his 
parents over money he 
claimed to be owed and 
the “disrespectful” way he 
was treated at work by his 
father, who owned a trash 
hauling company. 

Court records reveal 
his mother Jeanette told a 
friend they were about to 
cut their wayward son out 
of their will — which Navin

may have known about! 

Texts from Aug. 3 show 
Navin complaining about

The next day, Aug, 4, was the 
last day Jeffrey and Jeanette 
were seen alive, according 
to investigators.

Ron Goldman, Kato now 
believes The Juice got away 
with murder! 

“In my opinion, yes, I 
think he’s guilty,” Kato 
tells Barbara Walters. “In 
hindsight, and everything, 
20 years later, I think that 
O.J. Simpson is guilty.”

never mount a successful run 
for the White House. 

“He clearly wanted Kennedy 
out of the way so he could be 
President at some point. And 
there was a sizable portion of 
people within the CIA — many 
of whom were appointed 
during the Eisenhower/ 
Nixon administration — who 
absolutely loathed Kennedy. 
They were convinced he 
wanted to break up the spy 
agency. 

“It was a marriage made in 
hell and it all came together 
in that brief tragic moment

“The shooters had no idea 
who was behind it.

“The 1964 Warren Commission 
report on the assassination, 
which concluded JFK was killed 
by a single bullet, was a total 
whitewash and even the autopsy 
photos and findings were fakes!

Renowned forensic pathol- 
ogist Dr. William Manion tells 
GLOBE JFK’s missing organ 
makes it virtually impossible to 
determine the number of bullets 
that shattered his head.

Nixon’s right-hand man in 
the conspiracy was former CIA 
Director Allen Dulles, who 
recruited the Mafia to help.

F IRST Lady Jacqueline 
Kennedy went to her 
grave haunted by the 
gruesome horror of her hus- 
band's assassination - she 
literally carried pieces of his 
brain into the hospital.

Describing the frantic drive 
to Dallas' Parkland Memorial 
Hospital, she adds, "I tried to 
hold his head down. Maybe I

Later, JFK's shell-shocked 
34-year-old wife stood in 
the corner of the hospital's 
Trauma Room One as sur- 
geons frantically tried to 
resuscitate the mortally 
wounded President. 

After Kennedy was declared 
dead, Jackie approached 
anesthesiologist Dr. Marion 
"Pepper" Jenkins, and 
without saying a word, gave 
him a piece of skull and 
brain tissue. 

The First Lady had been 
carrying the skull fragments 
and tissue after clinging to 
the trunk of the limousine 
immediately after the deadly 
gunfire. 

Dr. Jenkins saw Jackie kiss 
the dead President's hand, 
head and foot before saying 
her farewell.

UNKED TO OBESITY! 



DIVERTICULITIS, the painful 
and disabling colon condition, 
is on the rise — and a new study 
suggests an increase in the 
number of overweight people 
may be to blame! 

Cases involving Americans 
being treated for diverticulitis 
have doubled since 2000, inflicting 
acute agony, bowel blockage 
and fever on patients, according 
to University of North Carolina 
scientist Dr. Anne Peery. 

Most patients with diverticulitis 
are unable to work or perform 
their day-to-day activities, says 
Peery, who suspects obesity may 
be the root cause for the disease. 

“It’s an unpredictable disease 
and that can be a source of 
significant stress,” she says. 

While the problem, caused by 
an infection in small pouches that 
form along the large intestine, can 
be treated with antibiotics in minor 



cases, advanced diverticulitis 
can require hospitalization. 
Generally, the condition develops 
as you age — though more and 
more overweight people under 60 
are suffering from the problem. 

“Traditionally, low intake of 
dietary fiber has been implicated 
as a cause of diverticulitis,” but 
the role of diet is still unclear, 
says Dr. Adil E. Bharucha of 
the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn. “As always, it helps to quit 
smoking, exercise, lose weight, 
and to avoid using aspirin and 
non-steroidal anti-inflammatory 
drugs — NSAIDs — if possible.” 

But no one really knows exactly 
what causes the disease despite 
a possible link to obesity, says 
Peery. 

“It’s probably best to just be 
aware of the disease and seek 
appropriate medical care if one 
develops the symptoms,” she says.
